The Mayor ennounced that the meeting was called for the purpose of
discussing with the School Beoard their request for additional vevenue for the
schools for the year 19hl.hih,

The School Board then submitted a written estimate of their revenues

and budget appropriations for said year, and asked for additional funds From
the City, in the amount of $129,673.58, to pay for the proposed incremse in
the salaries of the teachers and other persomnel 4o offset the incrsase in
the cost of living, '

A lengthy discussion as to the most appropriate measns for raising such
additional revemue, particularly with reference to the transfer of Wabter and
Light Funde for this purpose, was then entered 'into.
